A test demonstration of the only 
plastic • bottom pond in Kentucky 
is u n d e r way on t h e E. M. 
Emroert farm . Once the six-foot 
deep reservoir is filled, results 
can be checked by water level 
changes, explained E a r l Welch, 
University of K e n t u e k y agri­ 
cultural engineer. 
The idea developed f r o m a 
plastic covering for greenhouses.

Offensive Lobbying Grows Far Too Fast 


For the past several years even be­ 
yond the former Truman administration 
there has been a disconcerting growth in 
lobbying influence or at least in efforts 
made by lobbyists to control too m u c h 
legislation 
This also has extended to an unpleasant 
degree into many of our state legisla­ 
tures 
There is justification and often good 
reason for some honest lobbying on some 
important issues but it is becoming ap­ 
parent to the public that some of the in­ 
fluence which certain lobbyists exert goes 
beyond this. 
Some legislators report that they are 
kept busy dodging the growing herd of 
paid lobbyists to an extent that it inter­ 
feres with their time in attempting to see 
many people who have reason to present 
then individual or community view’s with 
reference to some pieces of legislation. 
This brings out the point made recently 
by one prominent Ohio newspaper to the 
effect that if the people think some of 
their freedoms are slipping away they 
might examine more closely the extent to 
which powerful lobbies are threatening 
the legislative branches of government 
both state and federal. This is something 
that only the people themselves—the vot­ 
ers—r an correct. 
lf the public sits idly by and watches 
the dangerous developments without so 


much as raising its voice, if it becomes 


so indifferent that the people think such 
goings-on are a part of the modern politi­ 
cal game then one of these days they’ll 
wake up and find that their representa­ 
tive government has passed into the hands 
of the lobbies. 
It it w’eren’t so serious it would be hu­ 
morous the way the big lobbying inter­ 
ests earnestly proclaim that “no strings 
are attached” to their “ gifts.” How naive 
do these interests think the American peo­ 
ple are? 
They are not naive; but sadly they are 
not vocal enough. They do not make them­ 
selves heard at the ballot box. They for­ 
get too easily. 
Unfortunately the word seem s to be 
spreading that for a price many lawmak­ 
ers can be “had. This of course isn’t true 
of all. To be sure there are many honest 
upright sincere legislators w'ho are try­ 
ing to follow the dictates of their con­ 
sciences in serving the people. But the 
list of men with courage—the kind that 
John F. Kennedy spoke of in his book 
“ Profiles in Courage”—is not as impres­ 
sive ~s it should be. 
The people will have to accept their 
part of the responsibility for whatever de­ 
terioration is threatening the legislative 
arm of their government—national or 
state.

five minutes in a dramatic pres 
cntatiou of their betrayal of their 
country and ours and all the prop­ 
agandistic lies of several years 
fade before the powerful light of 
truth. 
So it will be with this entire 
question of com m unist infiltration 
of American l i f e . 
Many 
say, 
' Why not drop the subject? We 
have heard enough about it. Let 
us turn to som ething else " But 
the subject persists because of 
the great dam age that has been 
done. As it is disclosed, it be­ 
comes necessary to know how 
these people managed to do the 
damage. How did men like Bur­ 
gess and M acLean, Alger Hiss 
and Harry Dexter White get into 
positions where they could do so 
much harm to two such powerful 
nations?

Shows Increase 


1955 Proven Good 
Year For American 
Business Firms

NEW YORK CP — Nine out of 
ten corporations are turning in bet- i 
ter profit 
reports today 
than 
a 
year ago. Their increase in net 
incom e after taxes in 1955 averages j 
about one-third higher than 1954 
For m any of them the prospects 
of continuing on the upgrade are 
good for the first half of 1956. 
So far. 616 corporations — of all 
sizes, and scattered through most j 
major industries — have reported , 
on their 1955 operations. The num 
ber will swell rapidly in coming 
days. 


But take the 616 as represents 
tive of what is to com e, and you 
find only 58 of them reporting a 
decline in earnings. 


Even in the best of boom times 
however, there are laggards Eight 
of the 616 operated at a net !o«s 
last year. In 1954 there were IT 
of the 616 making that sad admi* 
sion. 


The 616 show combined net prof 
jits after taxes of $10,010,849,536 In 
1954 the sam e 616 bad total earn 
'ings of $7,595,025,350. The increase 
’ is $2,415,824,186. or 31 8 per cent. 
The pain for the U. S. treasury 
I is roughly the sam e, since corpo 
rations put aside for federal in­ 
come taxes about the sam e amount 
they report as net profit*. 
Leading the parade in percent­ 
age pains over the previous year 
are those industries who suffered 
most from the 1954 recession or 
those tied in with the big boom 
in the auto industry. 
The big gainer* include- 
Meat 
packers, steel and iron, rail equip 
ment. airlines, textile* and apparel 
autos and trucks, coal, mining and 
metalworking.

Industrials as a whole did better:

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Offensive Lobbying Grows Far Too Fast 


For the past several years even be­ 
yond the former Truman administration 
there has been a disconcerting growth in 
lobbying influence or at least in efforts 
made by lobbyists to control too m u c h 
legislation. 
This also has extended to an unpleasant 
degree into m a n y of our state legisla- 
tures. 
There is justification and often good 
reason for some honest lobbying on some 
important issues but it is becoming ap­ 
parent to the public that some of the in­ 
fluence which certain lobbyists exert goes 
beyond this. 
Some legislators report that they are 
kept busy dodging the growing herd of 
paid lobbyists to an extent that it inter­ 
feres with their time in attempting to see 
many people who have reason to present 
their individual or community views with 
reference to some pieces of legislation. 
This brings out the point made recently 
by one prominent Ohio newspaper to the 
effect that if the people think some of 
their freedoms are slipping away they 
might examine more closely the extent to 
which powerful lobbies are threatening 
the legislative branches of government 
both state and federal. This is something 
that only the people themselves—the vot­ 
ers—ran correct. 
If the public sits idly by and watches 
the dangerous developments without so 


much as raising its voice, if it becomes 
so indifferent that the people think such 
goings-on are a part of the modern politi­ 
cal game then one of these days they’ll 
wake up and find that their representa­ 
tive government has passed into the hands 
of the lobbies. 
II it weren’t so serious it would be hu­ 
morous the way the big lobbying inter­ 
ests earnestly proclaim that “no strings 
are attached” to their “gifts.” How naive 
do these interests think the American peo­ 
ple are? 
They are not naive; but sadly they are 
not vocal enough. They do not make them­ 
selves heard at the ballot box. They for­ 
get too easily. 
Unfortunately the word seems to be 
spreading that for a price many lawmak­ 
ers can be “had. This of course isn’t true 
of all. To be sure there are many honest 
upright sincere legislators who are try­ 
ing to follow the dictates of their con­ 
sciences in serving the people. But the 
list of men with courage—the kind that 
John F. Kennedy spoke of in his book 
“Profiles in Courage”—is not as impres­ 
sive rs it should be. 
The people will have to accept their 
part of the responsibility for whatever de­ 
terioration is threatening the legislative 
arm of their government—national or 
state.

The British have always been

They used to boast that their in­ 
telligence was the best in the 
world. It certainly 
was 
good. 
During World War II. they fell 
down. Dr. Klaus Fuchs, Dr. A1 
Ian Nunn May, the Canadian spy 
ring, the Australian spy ring and 
Burgess and MacLean are exam ­ 
ples — and exam ples only — of 
defective intellignece.

What is suppress 
ed in one country comes out in 
another Slanted history does not 
stand up against exposed facts. 
Million of dollars can be spent to 
confuse the peoples’ minds, but a 
little event occurs, like Burgess 
and 
MacLean showing up for 
five minutes in a dramatic pres­ 
entation of their betrayal of their 
country and ours and all the prop- 
agandistic lies of several years 
fade before the powerful light of 
truth. 
So it will be with: this entire 
question of communist infiltration 
of American l i f e . 
Many 
say, 
“Why not drop the subject? We 
have heard enough about it. Let 
us turn to something else.” But 
the subject persists because of 
the great damage that has been 
done. As it is disclosed, it be­ 
com es necessary to know how 
these people managed to do the 
dam age. How did men like Bur­ 
gess and MacLean. Alger Hiss 
and Harry Dexter White get into 
positions where they could do so 
much harm to two such powerful 
nations? It is this search that 
does not stop because it is impos­ 
sible for it to cease.

It was re­ 
ceived by major news services 
today and was postmarked at 
10:30 o'clock last night in New 
York City. It was signed “GU 
Green,” 
Green, Illinois chairman of the 
party, w as one of the 11 Com mu 
nist leaders convicted in the mem 
orable nine-month trial in 1949 on 
charges- of -conspiracy to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the government. 
He failed to appear for sentenc­ 
ing July 2, 1951. 
The letter said Green had decid­ 
ed to give himself up because 
“the main trend of the nation is 
no longer toward a new world war 
and mccarthyism. A. new trend is 
evident." 
Green, sentenced to three years 
was one of four defendants who 
jumped bail of S20.000. 
HENRY WINSTON, the party’s 
organizational secretary’, also is 
still at. large. 
The other two, Gus Hall, Ohio 
chairman, and Robert G. Thomp 
son, were captured—Hall in Mex­ 
ico in 1951 and Thompson in Cal 
ifornia in. 19-53. 
The typewritten letter said: 
“On Monday, Feb. 27 at 12 noon 
I shall cease being a fugitive from 
injustice and instead become its 
prisoner. At that time, I shall ap­ 
pear at Foley Square (location of 
the federal courthouse) , . , , 
“New political winds are blow 


ing. These give hope that the 
curtain of fear behind which 
democratic liberties were under­ 
mined and destroyed will be lift 
ed.
